New York, May 12.—Jim Jeffries 


is still the champion 
pugilist of the world. 


heavyweight 
Last night at 


the Seaside Athletic club, Coney 
Island, he defeated former champion 
Jim 
Corbett 
in the twenty-third 


round of their fight with a decisive 
knock-out. 


The finishing blow came as a sud- 


den and startling sui prise. Corbett 
had been making a wonderful battle. 
His defense was aboslutely peifect, 
and, while he was lacking 
in 


strength, he had more than hald his 
own, and stood an excellent chance 
of winning the fight had it gone the 
limit. He had not been badly pun- 
ished, and had managed to mark his 
man severely. 


The winning punch was n short 


breaking ground and sprinting. He 
forced Corbett to the ropes, landing 
right to the body. 
Corbett sent a 


hard left to the face and Jeffries 
landed left 
Corbett, still shifty and 


breaking gtound, hooked left to 
nose. 
He kept up his sprinting, and 


sent anothei left to Jeff's head. Jeff 
tiled left and 
light, but Oorbett 


blocked cleverly and hooked another 
left to face. 
Corbett backed away 


and tantalized his opponent by his 
clever movements. 
Coibett hooked 


left to face. 
Jeff then sent one to 


the body, and Coibett countered with 
left on head. 
This was Corbett's 


round on points 


Round 2— Corbett was the quicker 


on his feet and landed a left on jaw. 
Jeff sent Corbett's head back with 
left on head, but Coibett straight- 
ened quickly and backed away. Coi- 
bett kept sprinting and hooked an- 
other left to the face, but Jeffries got 
back with a hard right on the body. 
Corbett's foot work was a puzzle to 
the champion, but Jeff kept crowding 
in and landed left to the body, which 
made Corbett more cautious.

as the previous one. Corbett came 
in with a left to body, and in the 
breakaway swung a terrific right to 
the jaw, which made Jeff look grog- 
gy 
Corbett, seeing his advantage, 


put his left and right quickly to the 
head and hooked another hard left 


without 
landing a blow. 
Oorbett 


hooked left to Jaw and blocked Jeff's 
return for the body. Corbett hooked

There were cheers given him when 
he revived and left the ring, and he 
was generally shown more considera- 
tion than the victor. 


Corbett is still a factor m the pu- 


He has regained much 
of his old-time foim. The battle was 
clean, and it is doubtful if theie was 
a single infraction of the rules. The 
ciowd was most ordeily. 


CORBETT'S GREAT SHOWING 
While the ultimate outcome was m 


accordance with the expectations of 
neaily eveiy one who was informed 
upon the fighting caieeis of the two 
men, the battla produced a big sur- 
prise m the nature of the showing 
Corbett made. 
Just whether this 


shows that Corbett Las icturued to 
something like his former condition, 
01 whethci it means that Jeffnes has 
retiogiaded 01 was not trained to the 
houi, is the question that will be de- 
bated among sporting men foi many 
days to come 
But the pievalent 


opinion will be that Coibett is fai 
better than he has been since his 
battle with Fitzsimmons in Carson 
City—if, indeed, he may not be bet- 
ter than he was then. 


Coibett wab a surprise last night 


made good work of his legs, and 
lanced away from his opponent until 
the end of the round.

BLOCKS CORBETT'S FEINTS. 
Round 3—Corbett, again the quick- 


er on the feet, hooked light left to 
Jeff's head. 
Jeff, cool and deliberate 


in his movements, guarded his face 
cautiously and forced Corbett to make 
four circles of the ring. 
Corbett 


feinted with his left, but did not 
land, and Jeff sent right and left to 
body. 
Corbett tried twice with left 


for body, but missed, and then they 
exchanged light lefts on the head. 
Corbett feinted again, 
but 
Jeff 


blocked and sent hard left to body, 
driving Corbett to the ropes. Cor- 
bett endeavored to feint Jeff out of 
position, but got a right in the body 
for his pains.

ment Corbett sprung into his own 
corner, where Jeff caught him, send- 
ing a stiff left to the ribs just as the 
gong rang. 


Round 4—They rushed to a clinch, 


after which Jeff hooked a left to the 
head. 
Coibett tried a right to the 


body, but fell short, while Jeff sent 
his right over to the head.

spell, with Corbett 


breaking ground. 
Then Jeff forced 


Corbett to the ropes, sending his left

Jeff 
was wild, swinging at iandom, while 
Corbett kept landing left jabs on 
neck and face.

CORBETT EVENS UP AFFAIRS. 


Round 11—Corbett opened with left 


to the body and Jeff lushed him to 
the corner, but failed to land effect- 
ively. He tried a left swing for Cor- 
bett's head, but Corbett dodged it 
and sent right and left to the body. 
Corbett sent two left jabs to toff's 
mouth, bringing the blood from the 
champion's lips.

CHAMPION IN TROUBLE. 


Corbett's best round was the ninth, 


although after that he had the bet- 
ter of it in many rounds. 
In the 


ninth Corbett landed a solid smash 
on Jeffries' jaw, and everybody close 
to the ring c6uld see that it made the 
champion more or less groggy. 
He 


was not so far affected, however, but 
that he could easily defend himself, 
and the former champion was not 
able to follow up his advantage suc- 
cessfully. 


From the thirteenth round the fight 


consisted of hard and 
ineffectual 


rushing by Jeffries, who did not land 
half his blows. Corbett kept dancing 
away and jabbing the big fellow, and 
was still fresh at the end of the twen- 
ty-second round. When the twenty- 
third round began Jeffries rushed at 
Corbett like a bull. 
But Corbett 


blocked his blows, landing a number 
himself on Jeffries' nose and mouth, 
starting the blood. Finally Jeffries 
rushed at Corbett in a clumsy way, 
apparently undecided where he would 
strike. He swung his left for the 
body. 
Corbett was backing away, 


and the blow, which was a swing, 
missing the body, traveled upward 
obliquely and took Corbett with a 
smash under the chin. It lifted him 
clear into the air and he fell in a sit- 
ting position. 
Corbett then rolled 


over on his right side with his right 
elbow under him. He struggled to 
get up, but fell flat and rolled over 
on his back. He lay there dead to 
the world until Charley White count- 
ed ten 
Corbett was carried to his 


quarters, and there was loud cheer- 
ing for Jeffries and still louder for 
Corbett. After a quarter of an hour's 
reat Corbett revived, stood up, and 
walked over to Jeffrie*' corner. He 


and left from Jeff to the head jarred 
Corbett. 
Jeff followed up with an- 


other terrible left to the neck, and 
Coibett was very tired when the bell 
rang. 


JEFFRIES PLAYS FOR BODY. 
Round 5—Corbett resumed the con- 


test with evident relish, but he was 
very anxious meanwhile. 
Jeff got 


to him at close quaiteis with light 
left to body and Corbett failed to re- 
ply. 
Coibett feinted with his right, 


but Jeff called the bluff and hooked 
his left to the body. 
Corbett sparred 


cleverly, sending left to the body, 
and after a little shifty work hooked 
left twice to head. 
Jeff attempted 


a left hook for the jaw, but Corbett 
ducked it and sent another left to 
the jaw 
Jeff then crowded in and 


rushed Jim to the ropes, putting left 
hard to the body. 
Jeff forced the 


fighting and sent left to face and 
body with telling effect just before 
the bell sounded. 


Round 6—Corbett sprung to the 


center of the ring, but Jeff was ready 
for him. "Don't let him get set," 
shouted George Considine; "watch 
him, Jim, he can't hit you in a week." 
A second later Jeffries led a straight 
left to the face. 
Corbett made an 


ineffectual try for the head. 
Three 


clinches followed, with the honors in 
Jeff's favor. 
Corbett was compelled 


to shift continually 
to avoid the 


champion's lead. 
Corbett used his 


legs for safety to the end of the 
round, without 
having 
scored a 


semblance to a blow. 


CORBETT SEEMS TO WEAKEN. 
Round 7—They rushed to a clinch. 


Jeff got light left on the wind. Again 
they went to a clinch, and in the 
break Jeff threw his left over to the 
ribs. 
Corbett played for the body, 


but Jeff blocked neatly. 
Jeff tried 


left lead to the head, which Corbett 
ducked beautifully, but Jeff was hard 
after him and sent right and left 
smashes to the body, which almost 
sent Corbett off his feet. 
Jeff then 


got wild, swinging both hands to the 
body, and Corbett sprinted to avoid 
punishment. 
Jeff landed left and 


right to the body, and Corbett, after 
jumping back, ran into a straight 
left on the face. 
The round was al- 


together in Jeffries' favor and Cor- 
bett seemed to be weakening at the 
close. 


Round 8~-Corbett rushed in with a 


left to the body, which wns blocked 
and Jeff forced him to the ropes with, 
a right smash to the chest. Corbett 
hooked l»ft to the 
head and Jeff 


countered to stomach. Jeff made a 
bull ruth, sending his left to the

CHAMPION FORCED THE PACE. 


Round 13—Both were caieful. 
Jeff 


tried left half a dozen times, but 
Corbett got out of range. Jeff made 
a bulldog rush, sending left to body 
and right to head, putting Corbett 
to the ropes, staggering him. Jeff 
crowded in and forced 
the 
pace, 


thook buds with bin «d eongratw wind wlthotrt « return. 


which was evidently too hot for Cor- 
bett, and the bell sounded none too 
soon. 


Round 14—Both were fast in an- 


swering gong, each leading 
left; 


but they failed to land and a clinch 
followed. 
Jeffries sent a backhand 


left smash on Corbett's face, and 
Corbett retaliated with a stright left 
to the nose; Jeffries bled copiously 
from the nose and Corbett sent two 
more lefts to that organ. 
Corbett 


had the call at the end of the round. 


Round 15—Corbett was the aggres- 


sor, sending left twice to the face. 
Jeffries rushed, sending a pile-driv- 
ing right for the body, which Corbett 
blocked cleverly. At close quarters 
Corbett tried to evade a left lead for 
the head and slipped, but although 
the blow landed he recovered and 
stood upright when it looked as of 
he should have gone to the floor. 
Corbett's work is wonderful and the 
Jeffries people look worried. 


Round 16—Corbett was up on his 


toes at the call of time and sent left 
to Jeff's 
body. 
Corbett jumped 


around as lively as a cricket, and 
when Jeff missed a right swing he 
landed left outright in Jeff's face. 
In a breakaway Jeff put his right to 
the ear, but Corbett countered on the 
body. At close quarters again, Jeff 
hooked right to the aide of the head, 
and the referee was active in sep- 
arating them fiom a clinch when the 
bell rang 


Round 17—Corbett ran into a left 


smash on the face, but countered 
with hard left on the ear. Jeff look- 
ed desperate and rushed at Corbett 
like a wild man. Corbett met his 
rushes with left Jab« to face and the 
best that Jeff sent back was a right 
to the ribs. A hard left on the body 
from Jeffries almost took Corbett off 
his feet, but Corbett hold on plnckily

the ribs as he went. Corbett's foot- 
work was extremely clever in this

on face. Jeff rushed him into a cor- 
ner, where Corbett slipped quickly 
and evaded a right swing foi the 
head.

turn, 


blocking cleverly. 
Jeff jabbed left 


hard on the chest and hooked to the 
face, Corbett countering with 
his 


right to the ear. At close quarters 
Jeff put right to head and in 
the 


clinch which followed lay

ovei his opponent. 


Round 22—Jeff ties lushed madly, 


putting left to head and right to 
body. Corbett backed away without 
returning a blow. Again Jeff sent 
his left to the neck, but Corbett in 
shifting allowed Jeff's elbow to get 
undei his chin. 
Jeff made a wild 


swing for the head, 
but 
Corbett 


threw left hard to ribs and evaded 
the blow. In side-stepping Corbett 
out-geneialed the champion, but Jeff 
put a left to head and a light to the 
jaw, followed with a left 
on

body that jarred Jim considerably. 
Jeff was very strong at the end of 
the round, while Corbett seemed to 
be weakening. 


LEFT SWING TIDES THE WORK. 
Round 23—After a couple of passes 


Jeff swung his right to Corbett's jaw 
and then rushed him across the ring 
to the lopes to a neutial coinei. At 
close quarters Corbett hooked 
left 


twice to the face, sending the blood 
spurting again from 
Jeff's 
face. 


Jeff threw two hard lefts into the 
body and smashed his left again on 
Corbett's face, sanding Corbett's head 
back. Then Jeff crowded him to the 
ropes and with a full swinging left 
smash on the jaw sent Corbett roll- 
ing down and out. Corbett's head 
struck the flooi hea'vily and he rolled 
over in a vain attempt to regain his 
feet, but he was too far gone to re- 
cuperate within the call of ten sec- 
onds. Corbett lay like a log after 
rolling twice on the ring floor, but a 
moment after Referee White 
had 


counted him out he was able to re- 
gain his feet and the seconds had 
little difficulty in reviving him.

THE LARGEST CAMERA. 


PHOTOGRAPHIC INSTRUMENT FOR RECORDING THE TOTAL 


ECLIPSE OF THE SUN MAY 28. 


Washington, May 11.—"We have 


returned to the days of Galilee, or a 
little after this time, when astrono- 
mers used to build enormous tele- 
scopes/10O feet or so in length," said 
Secretary S. P. Langley, of the Smith- 
sonij/n Institution. 
"For the pur- 


}>03& of taking a photograph of the 
sjan on the occasion of the coming 
''eclipse, May 28, we have set up the 
gigantic apparatus which you may 
now behold in the rear of the Smith- 
sonian. 
It is a kind of a telescope, 


but is also a camera, and the picture 
it takes of the solar orb will be over 
a foot in diameter. 
The most im- 


portant purpose of the apparatus is 
to study, by photographic means, the 
corona of the sun—that mysterious 
nnd flimsy radiance which is seen en- 
veloping the darkened celestial body 
at the moment of totality." 


The apparatus referred to by Mr. 


Langley is indeed a wonderful af- 
fair, looking in its immensity, when 
seen from a little distance, somewhat 
like the sideshow of a circus. 
On 


closer examination it is found to be 
shaped like a huge letter V, being 
composed in reality of two cameras, 
which meet at a point. 
The whole 


affair is about 130 feet long, and at 
the point aforesaid is to be set an 
immense lens twenty inches in di- 
ameter. 


As one stands at the lens end, the 


contrivance is seen to diverge in two 
long cylinders of black fabric which 
represent the "bellows" of the duplex 
camera. 
At the further extremeties 


of the bellows, 130 feet away, the 
photographic plates, thirty inches 
square, will be introduced. 
The 


tenting that covers the bellows over 
all of their length is to keep off the 
sun's rays, which otherwise would 
heat the air inside of the bellows and 
render it tremulous, thus interfering 
with optical results. 
In a few days 


the whole affair will be taken down 
and removed in sections southward 
to the path- of -the eclipse, which 
travels by way of Norfolk, where it 
will be in readiness for business May 
2ft. 


DIFFICULTIES OVERCOME. 


"This is a telescope reduced to the 


simplest possible form," continued 
Mr. Langley, ''having only a single 
lens and a tube. 
The place of the 


observer's eye is taken by the photo- 
graphic plate, of course. 
We ex- 


pect to get some very interesting re- 
stilts, but you must realize that many 
difficulties are involved. 
To begin 


with, we are obliged to calculate in 
advance exactly how the instrument 
shall be pointed, inasmuch as the 
slightest error of that kind would 
throw us out altogether. 
This is 


not an affair like taking a picture of 
a person, who will sit for us and try 
again if the first negatives are not 
satisfactory. 
Indeed, there are only 


a few seconds during which the snap- 
shots of the sun can be made,' and 
then a wait of years, perhaps, before 
another total eclipse gives a chance 
for a repetition of the performance. 


"If it Were practicable, we would 


set up the camera-telescope in such 
a way as to point it up in the air di- 
rectly at the sun, but the apparatus 
is too large, and we are obliged on 
that account to rest the whole of its 
length upon the ground, using a mir- 
ror to reflect the image of the solar 
orb into the mouth of the instrument. 
The contrivance is double simply for 
the reason that two things have to 
be done with it simultaneously. The 
light reflected from the mirror is 
made to pass through one of the long 
tubes, and to paint a picture of the 
sun ttpon the sensitive plate at its 
end; traveling through the other tube 
it is broken up by a great prism into 
the various colors of the spectrum, a 
picture of which is taken by the sec- 
ond sensitive plate. 
Thus we shall 


have two photographs made at once, 
yoU understand-«me of the eclipsed 
sun, and the other of the sun's spec- 
trum. 


AN INTERESTING PROBLEM. 
"Obviously, the photograph of the 


spectrum does not show the colors, 
because we do not know yet how to 
make color photographs, but it does

the camera has no nerves, and what 
it sets down may be relied upon. 


"If we had an opportunity to stand 


near the orbit of the moon, as a per- 
son might occupy a place close by one 
point of an elliptical race-track, we 
would see the lunar orb rush by ua 
with terrific speed like a cannon ball 
in full flight. On the earth, when a 
total eclipse occurs, the shadow of the 
moon rushes along with the moon's 
own tremendous velocity. It Is real- 
ly a 
terrifying, spectacle, and the 


seeming is as if something material 
and awful swept over the earth. As 
the black body of the moon advances 
slowly over the sun, there is nothing 
very noteworthy until the sun is very 
nearly covered, nor does the light ap- 
pear 
to be much diminished; 
but 


when the sun's face is reduced to a 
very narrow crescent, there is a sud- 
den and startling change. The light 
is not only dimmed rapidly, but be- 
comes of a kind unknown before, a 
palid aspect spreading over the face 
of the earth with an ugly livid hue. 


A THRILLING PHENOMENON. 
As the strange wanness increases, 


a mysterious cold seems to come with 
it. The impression is of something 
unnatural, but there is only a mo- 
ment in which to note it, for the sun 
soon goes out as suddenly as a blown- 
out gas jet, and one is aware that all 
around where it was there has been 
growing a kind of ghostely radiance 
composed of separate pearly beams, 
looking distinct each from each, as 
though the black disk where the sun 
once was, did bristle actually with 
pale streamers stretching far away 
from it in a sort of crown. This is 
the famous corona, the structure of 
the inner part of which is filled with 
curious detail. Meanwhile, close to 
the black body of the moon, ore seen 
prominences of vivid crimson and 
scarlet, rising up like mountains 
from the hidden solar disk. 


"The moon at the same instant as- 


sumes .a globular appearance that is 
very curious. Ordinarily she looks 
like a bright, flat disk fastened to the 
concave of the starry vault, but now, 
owing to her unwonted illumination 
her actual ratundity is apparent, and 
she is observed as she really is—a 
monstrous, solid globe suspended by 
an invisible support above the earth, 
and with nothing seemingly to keep 
it from tumbling upon us. She looks 
at the moment very near, and more 
than anything else like a gigantic, 
black cannon ball, hung by some 
miracle in the air. But in <i few sec- 
onds all is over; the sunlight flashes 
from one point of the moon to another 
almost simultaneously, like suddenly 
kindled electric lights, and it is day 
again. 


ECIPSE DARKNESS UNIQUE. 
"The unnatural appearance of the 


light just before totality is not due to 
excited fancy, for there is something 
about it so essentially different from 
natural darkness or twilight that the 
brute creation shares the strange 
feeling with us. Arago mentions that 
during the eclipse of 1843 at Perpi- 
gnan, a dog which had been kept 
from fOnd for 24 hours to test this 
very point, was thrown some bread 
just before totality began. The dog 
seized the loaf, began to devour it 
ravenously, and then dropped it, ev- 
idently overcome by terror in such a 
degree as to destroy his appetite for 
the moment. Not until the sun came 
forth again did he return to the food. 
It is related that a party of the cour- 
tiers of Louis XV. were gathered to 
witness an eclipse from th« terrace of 
the Paris observatory, and derived 
much amusement from the cries ut- 
tered by the populace as the light be- 
gan to fade. But when the unnatural 
gloom came quickly on, a sudden sil- 
ence fell upon them also, the panic 
terror striking through their laugh

the fats and carbohydrates. 
It is 


evident at once that the addition df 
other starchy matter will 
disturb 


this ratio and thus render the food 
less economical, by increasing enor- 
mously one of its constituents with- 
out changing the quantities of the 
others.

Glucose is, as is well known, large- 


ly used as an adulterant fo honey 
and jelly. Honey owes its value to 
the peculiar flavor which it possesses, 
due to the aromatic substance de- 
rived from the flowers and possibly 
to traces of formic acid, obtained 
from the digestive organs of the bee. 
In other words, honey is not prized 
simply because it is a carbohydrate, 
but because of its flavor.

Artificial colors are now used to a

But- 
ter and oleomargarine were formerly 
colored yellow with turmeric.

introduction of the coal tar dyes pro- 
vided a cheaper coloring matter, and 
one of the azo-dyes, tropaeolin, 
which gives a bright yellow color 
and at a smaller expense. 


The green color of peas and beans 


and other green vegetables, which 
are preserved 
by sterilization, is 


fixed by the use of zinc and copper 
salts. 
These bodies act as a mor- 


dant, entering the tissues of the 
green plants and fixing the choro- 
phyll, by preventing its transforma- 
tion into xanthophyll, which would 
other wise occur on. long keeping. 
Green peas which are pasteurized 
without the addition of zinc or cop- 
per become yellow by the production 
of xanthophyll, while if zinc or cop- 
per salts be employed the green colon 
is preserved. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP.

There are two methods of 
food 


preservation which are perfectly nat- 
ural and permissible. One consists 
In the complete desiccation Or drying 
of the food so as to prevent the fftv 
mentation which 
produces 
decay. 


The second method is to subject the 
food to a pasteurieinz or sterilizing 
temperature for a time sufficiently 
long to destroy the germs of ferment- 
ation. The food thus pasteurized or 
sterilized are prevented fr6m coming 
into contact with the air and thus 
excluding the fermentation. 


It is well known that there are a 


great many substitutes which pos- 
sess neither taste nor odor and which 
have this retarding action upon the 
fermentative germs. 
The addition 


of these bodies to foods secures their 
preservation and at the same time 
does not impair their flavor. Among 
the preservations which have been 
commonly employed in this way may 
be mentioned sodium sulphite, bo- 
raclc acid, borax, potassium nitrate, 
sodium chlorld, sodium silico-flourid, 
potassium flourid, sulphurous acid, 
formaldehyde, salicylic acid, benzole 
acid, abrastol and saccharine. 


A glance at these substances will 


show that they 
are two general 


kinds, those of an inorganic nature 
which are mentioned first, beginning 
with sodium sulphite and those of an 
organic nature, beginning with for- 
maldehyde.

odor or taste could be conveniently

PROFITS OF KRUPP. 


Consul General Guenther transmits 


the following from Frankfort: 
The 


Frankfort Zeitung contains a state- 
ment made by a competitor of Krnpp , 
with reference to the profits made by 
Krupp in his contracts with the Ger- 
man government. 
He says that , 


some time ago Krupp furnished field 
guns at $1,145 each. 
Competitors 


afterward received an order for the 
same kind for $464.30 each. There- 
upon Krupp reduced hia price from 
$1,145 to $452.38. 
For shrapnels 


Krupp received $2.03; his compet- 
itors furnished them at $1.19. 
It 


is an error to say that Krupp alone 
can furnish nickel plates for the 
navy. 
The process of manufacture 


is no secret, but is known by every 
intelligent manufacturer. 
If there 


were competition the nickel plates 
could be obtained at half the price 
paid to Krupp. 
The navy depart- 


ment, however, prescribes conditions 
which make competition impossible. 
Testing grounds are required of the 
same dimensions as those of Krupp, 
which belong to the government and 
have been rented to him. 
The neces- 


sary provisions for testing 24-centi- 
nieter guns would cost 
between 


${500,000 and $750,000; for 15-centi- 
meter guns, $75,000. 
Without pre- 


vious assurances on the part of the 
government nobody would risk such 
an investment.

FORMING A BRIDGE TRUST. 


New York, May 11.—The American 


Bridge company, with thirty moie 
separate companies and a capital of 
$70,000,000, will, according to an 
announcement made today, be formed 
at the offices of J. Pierpont Morgan 
& Co., in this city, Saturday after- 
noon. A conference of several mem- 
bers of the proposed new company 
was held at a Wall street office this 
afternoon, but little of what was 
discussed was obtainable afterwards. 


The $70,000,000 capital is, accord- 


ing to those who are In a position to 
know, to be divided equally between 
common and preferred stock. 
The 


companies represented by the com- 
bination comprise about 90 per cent, 
of all those doing business in this 
country. It is understood that one 
of the last companies to go in was 
the Berlin lion Bridge company, of 
New Haven, Conn., said to be thf 
only large bridge company in New 
England. It is understood th-at Pres- 
ident Jarvis, of the Berlin company, 
is to be vice president of the new 
organization. Some of the companies 
which have agreed to enter the com- 
bination are the A. & F. Roberts 
Pencoyd works, the Carnegie com- 
pany's Keystone works, Post & Mc- 
Cord's New Jersey Steel and Iron 
company and the Union Bridge com- 
pany.

The Oceanic caiiies a crew of about 


500 men, but only about sixty of 
these are sailors, most of the- crew 
being occupied in attending to the 
wants of one or of another of the 
1,500 passengers. 
The engineer's 


department alone requires 900 men, 
chiefly to fire the furnaces. 
Mr, 


Mayo calculates the earning capacity 
of the Oceanic at $90,000 a round 
trip; but the expense of running the 
great liner are so enormous that he 
thinks the net income is no more 
than an ordinary return on the in- 
vestment of $4,500,000 which she 
represents.—American Review of Re- 
views. 


A DELICATE MISSION. 


There died in Italy the other day 


if the grip one of the most eminent 
medical men of the nation, Protestor 
iorenso Bruno, who, had he lived un« 
il next year, would have been eighty 
rears old. 
His father before him 


was a widely known practitioner. At 
he age of thirty-eight his sou was a 
wrgeon in the field in the campaign 
against Austiia in 1859, and he At- 
tracted the favorable attention of 
King Victor Emmanuel, who a few 
years later attached Bruno to tha 
royal person. 
Early in the winter 


of 1878 the king fell ill of pneu- 
monia, and when medicine no longer 
was of avail Bruno was selected to 
convey to the king the tidings that 
he had 'only a few hours to live, says 
the New York Press. 


"Sire," said Bruno, "the mention of 


dangei to a prince of the house of 
Savoy entails no embarajfement, for 
danger is his metier. 
All your' 


majesty's forefathers have, when 
their lives were in the balance, been 
willing to approach their God. 
I 


am sure this is your majesty's de- 
sire." 
For a moment & cloud seemed 


to rest on the king's countenance, 
and he asked, "Am I then so ill?" 


Bruno replied, "We have not given 


up all hope, but it is always well to 
make every preparation." 


The king then raised his hand to 


his forehead and safd, "Very well; 
send for Anzino" (the court chaplain 
and almoner).' ' Monsignor Anzino 
came from an adjoining room, re- 
ceived his majesty's confession, and 
at its close saw the king put his arm 
around Bruno's neck, with the words, 
"I know you have always wished me 
well, but now I understand that you 
are my true friend." 


Having known from Bruno that 


the king was sinking fast Anzino 
drove off to the church of SS. Vin- 
cenzo de Anastasio for the viaticum 
and hastily enclosed it in a case 
which he concealed in his vestments. 
Ai rived at the quirinal he made 
haste to collect some candle from the 
chandeliers in an ante-camera, and, 
having distributed them among those 
present, improvised in this manner 
a suitable accompaniment to the 
"Santissimo." 
His majesty 
tljen 


partook of the holy eucharist, where 
upon all the court, according to the 
usage Of the house of Savoy, passed 
one by one before the dying king, 
who, having raised himself in bed, 
fixed on each a glance of his still 
lustious eyes, after which he fell 
back on the pillow and in a few min- 
utes expired.

DECLINE OF BUCKWHEAT. 


What is the matter with 
buck- 


wheat? Cakes made of it and eaten 
warm are legarded as very nutri- 
tious and are still a favorite article 
of food with many thousands, but 
fpr all that the cultivation of the 
giain is steadily declining. It must 
be that a great many have stopped 
eating buckwheat cakes, for there 
is certainly a great deal less buck 
wheat to be eaten than in former 
days. 
Thirty-five years 
ago 
the 


farmers of our countiy sowed every 
year over one million acres of buck- 
wheat. 
Since then the ciop 
has 


sometimes been larger, 
sometimes 


smaller, but on the whole the acreage 
and yield have been steadily 
de- 


creasing. In 1898 the acreage was 
678,332, only a little more than half 
that of thirty-five years ago, and 
the 
yjeld 
was only 11,700,000 


bushels, which was just about one- 
half the yield at the close of the civil 
war. No explanation of this great 
decline in buckwheat raising 
has 


been made. It is probable, however, 
that the unreliability of the crop, 
which is sometimes large and some- 
times small without apparent reason' 
for the variation, has discouraged a 
great many farmers. Another reason 
for.the decline may be the larger 
use within the past few years of 
ceieal preparations, especially wheat, 
all of which come under the general 
designation of hygienic foods. These 
preparations have probably won 
many persons from their allegiance 
*o buckwheat cakes. If buckwheat 
continues to decline, perhaps the bees 
most of all will miss the fields, for 
they are very partial to the flowers 
of this plant, which secret a great 
deal of honey that is not however, 
of the jflrst quality, as 
everybody 


knows who has eaten it. Bufckwheat 
is not raised widely over the world 
and this fact makes its de'clittej in 
Anuiica, where it is most largely 
grown,, all the 
more 
interesting. 


Russia and France are about the only 
countries in Europe that produce it, 
and Great Britain has never taken 
kindly to buckwheat cakes and Im- 
ports very little of the grain.—New 
York Times.

letter from Canada, saying: 
"Is the 


elder eon of the parable so unsympa- 
thetic and so cold that he is not 
worthy of recognition?" 
The fact 


is that wo ministeis puisue the 
younger son. 
You can hear the flap- 


ping of his lags in many a sermonic 


. breeze, and the cranching of the pods 


for which he was an unsuccessful 
contestant. 
I confess that it has 


been difficult for me to train the 
sameru obscura upon the elder sou of 
the parable. 
I could not get a nega- 


tive for a photograph. 
There was 


not enough light in the gallery, or 
the chemicals were prfor, or the sittei 
moved in the picture. 
But now I 


think I have him. 
Not a side-face, 


or a three-quarters, or the meie bust, 
but a full-length poitrait as lie ap- 
pears to me. 


BOTH WENT DOWN. 


The father in the paiable of the 


prodigal had nothing to brag of in 
his two sons. 
The one was a lake 


and the other a churl. 
I find noth- 


ing attractive in the acrid sobriety 
of the other. 
The one goes down 


over the larboard side and the other 
goes down over the staiboard side; 
but they both go down. 


From all the windows of the old 


homestead 
bursts the 
minstrelsy. 


The floor quakes with the feet of 
the rustics, whose dance is always 
vigorous and resounding. The neigh- 
bors have heard of the return of the 
younger son from his wandeiings, 
and they have gathered together. The 
house is full of congratulators. 
I 


suppose the tables are loaded with 
luxuries. 
Wot only the one kind of 


meat mentioned, but its concomi- 
tants. 
"Clap!" go the 
cymbals, 


"thrum!" go the harps, "click!" go 
the chalices, up and down go the 
feet inside, while outside is a most 
sorry spectacle. 


The senior son stands at the cor- 


ner of the house, a frigid phlegmatic. 
He has just come in from the fields 
in very substantial apparel. 
Seeing 


some wild exhilarations around the 
old mansion, he asks of a servant 
passing by with a goat-skin of wine 
on his shoulder what all the fuss is 
about.

SCOLDED HIS PARENT. 


There he stands. 
His brow low- 


ers. 
His face darkens. 
His lip 


curls with contempt. 
He stamps the 


ground with indignation. 
He sees 


nothing at all to attract. 
The odors 


of the feast coming out on the air do 
not 
sharpen 
his 
appetite. 
The 


lively music does not put any spring 
into his step. 
He is in a terrible 


pout. 
He criticises the expense, the 


injustice and the morals of the en- 
tertainment. 
The father rushes out 


bareheaded and coaxes him to come 
in. 
He will not go in. 
He scolds 


the father. 
He goes into a pasquin- 


ade against the younger brother, and 
he makes a most uncomely scene. He 
says: 
"Father, you^put a premium 


on vagabondism. 
I stayed at home 


and worked on the farm. 
You nevei 


made a party for me; you didn't so 
much as kill a kid; that wouldn't 
have cost half as much as a calf; but 
this 
scapegoat went off in fine 


clothes, and he comes back not fit to 
be seen, and what a time you make 
over him! 
He bieaks youi heart, 


and you pay him for it. 
That calf, 


to which we hnve been giving extia 
feed during all these weeks, wouldn't 
be so fat and sleek if I had known to 
what use you were going to put it! 
That vagabond dcaeives to be cow- 
hided instead of banqueted. 
Veal 


is too good for him!" 
That evening 


while the younger son sat telling his 
father about his adventures^ and ask- 
ing about what had occurred on the 
place since his departuie, the senior 
brother goes to bed disgusted and 
slams the door after him. 
That 


senior brother still lives. 
You can 


see him any Sunday, any day of the 
week. 


HIS OWN REFLECTION.

is by a perfect man. 
He got so far 


up in his devotions that' he was clear 
above all the rules of common hon- 
esty. 
These men that go about 


prowling among prayer meetings, 
•»nd in places of business, telling how 
food they are—look out for them; 
keep your hand on your pocketbook. 


VALUE OF HUMILITY. 


I have noticed that just in propoi- 


tion as a man gets good he 
gets 


humble. The deep Mississippi does 
not make as much noise as the brawl- 
ing mountain rivulet. 
There 
has 


been ninny a store that had 
more 


goods in the show window than in- 
side on the shelves. 


The self-righteous man of the text 


stood at the comer of the house hug- 
ging himself in 
admiiation. 
We 


hear a great deal in oui day about 
the higher life. Now, there are two 
kinds of higher-life men. 
The one 


is admirable and the other is most 
repulsive. The one kind of highei- 
life man is very lenient in his crit- 
icism of otheis, does not bore prayer 
meetings to death with long har- 
angues, does not talk a gieat deal 
about himself, but much about Christ 
and heaven, gets kindlier and more 
gentle and more useful, until one day 
his soul spreads a wing and he flies 
iway to eternal lest, and everybody 
mourns his departuie. The other 
highei-hfe man goes around with a 
Bible conspicuously under his arm, 
goes from church to church, a sort 
of general evangelist, is a nuisance 
to his own pastor when he is at home 
and a nuisance to other pastors when 
he is away from home, runs up to 
some man who is counting out a roll 
of bank bills, or running up a diffi- 
cult line of figures, and asks him how 
his soul is; makes religion n dose of 
ipecacuanha; standing in a religious 
meeting making an address, he has 
a patronizing way, as though ordin- 
ary Chjistians were clear away down 
below him so he had to talk at the 
top of his voice in oidei to make them 
hear, but at the same time encourag- 
ing them to hope on, that by climb-

In the 
veiy tones of his voice you can hear 
the fact that he has no faith thnt the 
reformation of the younger son is 
genuine. 
His entire manner seems 


to say: 
"That boy has come back 


foi moie money. He got a third of 
the pioperty; now he has come bark 
for another third. He will never bs 
contented to stay on the farm. He 
will fall away. I would go in, too, 
and lejoice with the otheis, if 
I 


thought this thing were genuine, but 
it is a sham. That 
boy is a con- 


firmed inebriate and 
debauchee." 


Alas! my friends, for the inciedulity 
in the chuich of Christ in icgard to 
the reclamation of the recreant.

turned prodigal. 
Who was George 


Whitefield, the thuudeverP

ra- 


turned prodigal. And I could go out 
n all the aisles of this church today 
ind find on either side those who, 
mce far astray for many years, have 
been faithful, and their eternal salva- 
tion is as sure as though they had 
been ten yeais in heaven. And yet 
•ome of you have not enough faith 
>n their return. 


You do not know how to 
shake 


hands with a prodigal. You do not 
know how to pray for him. You do 
not know how to greet 
him. 
He 


wants to sail into the warm gulf- 
itream of Chiistian sympathy. You 
ire an iceberg against 
which he 


strikes and shivers. You say he has 
been a prodigal. I know it, but you 
aie the sour, unresponsive, censor- 
ious, saturnine, cranky elder brother, 
and if you are going to heaven one 
would think some people would be 
tempted to go to perdition to get 
away from you. 
ROOM FOR ELEGANT SINNERS. 


The hunters say that if a deer be 


shot the other deer shove him out 
of their company, and the general 
lule is, away with a rmn that has 
been wounded with sin. Now, I say. 
the moie bones a man has broken 
the more need he has of a hospital, 
and that the more a man has been 
bruised and cut with sin the more 
need he has to be carried into human 
and divine sympathy.

them with an air of apology, while 
they, the generous souls, take out 
the exquisiv» portemannaie and open 
it, and with diamonded finger push

For such 
sinners phnty of room, plenty of 
room. 


SEVERITY IN CRITICISM. 


But for the

diinking until his coat is threadbare,

HEART WAS SOOTHED BY CHBIST'6 INVITATION. 


(John Lindsay Withrow, D. D. Pus- 


tot of Park Street Church, Boston, 
in the Chicago Record.) 
Lesson for Sunday, May 13, 1900. 
Topic—"Jesus at the Pharisee's 
louse." 
Text—Luke vii., 36-50. 


SIMON IN THE LESSON. 


As there are many Smiths and 
towns among us; as John, James 


find Joseph are common also, so.Si- 


Finon was a common name among the 
" Jews, which makes it uncertain what 
one of that name is host'in our les- 
son. The woman in the case is un- 
nnmed and unknown, and it was a 
(fine 
delicacy that 
such a shield 


should be spread over her 
by the 


writers of Scripture. She is not call- 
ed Mary Magdalene, although au- 
thors and artists have so often iden- 
tified her and Magdalene, out of 
whom (Luke viii., 2) "went seven 
devils." 


For one, I do not see evidence that 


this was not Mary Magdalene, al- 
though there is no proof of it. Each 
was of* the outcast class. It certainly 
was not Mary of Bethany, because 
she anointed Jesus (John xii., .3) at 
the end of his career. It has been 
presumed that- the woman was in the 
crowd when Christ spoke the soujl- 
saving words with which our last 
lesson closed: "Come unto me all ye 
thiit labor and are heavy, laden and 
I will give you rest." "Take my 
yoke upon you and learn of me, for 
I am meek and lowly in heart, and 
ye shall find rest unto your souls." 
If she was within earshot of these 
heartening words of invitation 
we 


can readily conjecture the sweetness 
of them to her soul. It should be 
with tenderest pity we look upon 
this nnn*med woman, and think bit- 
.terly only of those who provoked 
her rices. . Bedraggled and disgusted 
in the hard service of the devil, we 
may, suppose that it was by apparent 
chance that she heard 
the 
New 


Prophet, whose words and works had 
awakened the world, saying, "Come 
unto me all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden and I will give you 
rest." Heavily laden she was with 
the results and self-reproaches of a 
sinful life. Weary to sinking, she 
knew the way of the world was to 
drive her out into the outer dark- 
ness. • ' The Snere words she 
heard 


were mercy's message, but the tone 
in which Christ uttered th&n, as we 
suppose, surpassed the sweetness of 
any music of the spheres. 


How Simon came to invite Jesus to 


dine with him does not appear, but 
probably it was through curiosity in 
part, and in another part it was be- 
cause Jesus was famous. These are 
more charitable conjectures than to 
suppose he meant to entrap his guest 
in some expression that would serve 
.is a ground of accusation to the san- 
i.edrin or to Caesar. 
Nevertheless, 


this last may have had more in- 
fluence in the invitation than either 
of the other two suppositions. 
In 


p.ny event, the Lord promptly accept- 
ed and went. Had Simon been hon- 
estly interested in 
becoming ac- 


quainted with the matchless man of 
Nazareth, the first evidence of it 
would have been given when Jesus 
got to his house. Oriental etiquette 
required him to furnish his guest 
with » bath for his travel-stained 
I«et. Civility in good eastern society 
demanded that he give the incom- 
ing guest a kiss of salutation. To 
dq neither gave evidence 
of 
un- 


friendliness, andv Simon did neither. 
In divine forbearance the 
gentle 


guest bore the. tokens of affront in 
silence. Doubtless Jesus knew what 
was comi»g. 
"He needed not that 


any man should tell Him, 
for He 


knew what was in man." It did not 
ne?d tliat Simon should speak out his 
thoughts after the incident had (les- 
son verse 3ft) fairly opened. - 


SEEKING THE SAVIOUR. 


The entrance of the woman, who 


was also an unwelcome stranger, may 
have been through a back way, as 
some have imagined. 
But it is only 


an imagination, and as one imagina- 
tion is as trustworthy as another I 
conjecture her entrance to have been 
by the front and most frequented en- 
trance. Because when a soul is in 
the turmoil of intense 
expectation 


that she was, »o time will b« taken 
to find an obscure back door. 


The expression (lesson verse 37) 


"when she knew that Jesus sat at 
meat," that is heard as a note of 
good 
news, 
and 
the 
very 


best news, that He whom she had 
heard saying; "Come to me and 'I 
will give you rest,' " was within 
reach she hurried to the Pharisee's 
house and pressed at once to where 
Jesus lay reclining on the couch, his 
arm resting on the table and his feet 
extended behind. 
She carried a vial 


, 
of perfume. 
Women then were wont 


to carry such 
hung around their 


necks. 
Precisely what the nature 


and value of this unguent may have 
we know not 
Oil was the material 


ordinarily aMd in anointing, but this 
was one or other kind of otntmtnt, 


Jesus' feet Judas Iscaiiot stated the 
value at what would be $300 in our, 
currency. 
The woman in Simon's 


house may have used a nard less ex-' 
pensive. 
A Bethany "the house was 


filled with the odor of the ointment." 
Here no comment is made on the 
character or cost of it. 
Quite likely, 


it was what this poor woman had 
every day suspended on her person; 
at least, the best her poor purse 
could afford. 
She was in no mood 


for acting a part. 
Her inmost being 


throbbed with intense affection for 
the one whom she had heard, possi- 
bly the day previous, offer her rest if. 
she would but "come unto me!" Now 
she lias found him and her heart 
leaps and 
overflows 
through her 


eyes. 
But every instant added to 


the ardor of her love for one who had 
said to her poor sin-trampled and 
tired soul, "I will give you rest," and 
from weeping she fell to kissing His 
dear feet. 
This act was not out of 


the customs' of the time when in- 
feriors desired to do humblest obe- 
dience to superiors. 
But the word 


"kissed" (verse 38) is here in the 
original indicative of repeated, and 
impassioned 
kissing. 
She kissed 


herself with his feet, and kissed life 
out of him for serself. 


SIMON IS REBUKED. 


Then up spake the censorious Si- 


mon in mingled criticism and con- 
tempt in his judgment of the act of 
Jesus in allowing one of her kind 
glaring familiarity with him, at the 
same time that He claimed to be a 
prophet. 
But for once Simon, the 


self-complacent, self-satisfied Phari- 
see, got more than he had given. For 
in the presence of the company 
(verses 40-46) the Master charged 
him with a serious breach of com- 
mon politeness. 
Our Master was 


indeed "meek and lowly in heart" 
most times, but when aroused to re- 
sentment, as He was here, His words 
scorched whoever they struck. 
In 


the present instance they seem to 
have silenced 
Simon to complete 


dumbness. 


While administering rebuke to the 


host, Jesus gave a beautiful exposi- 
tion of His relation to this unbidden 
guest, whose coming had caused the 
sensation. 
In that He made it plain 


that the woman had already done 
what secured her forgiveness. 
She 


could not make restoration for her 
wrong life, as, later on. Zaccheus, the 
tax collector, could; and so that was 
not required of her. 
Her evil life 


had developed along the line of law- 
less love. 
Her affections had been 


lavished upon base and unworthy ob- 
jects. ; Therefore her regeneration, 
her new heart—of which Jesus spoke 
to Nicodemus—was to be shown by 
pure love for her Lord. 
"She (verse 


47) loved much," because she had 
heeded Christ's invitation, "Come 
unto me," and she had turned en- 
tirely around to Him from her old as- 
sociates. 


Simon could not love Christ much, 


because a pharisee,/ ancient or mod- 
ern, 
has always been too proud of 


his own merits to consider himself a 
siiner before God. The want of con- 
viction for sin is a characteristic of 
the times. People do not appear to 
consider anything, sinful now unless 
it be the grosser and coarser ..forms 
of transgrsssion. 
And 
these' 
are 


often excused or palliated unless it 
is that those against whom they are 
committed will not excuse. 


Listen to that, other Pharisee whom 


Jesus pictured 'in parable. 
In the 


temple praying he says: "I,thank 
Thee that (Luke xviii., 11) I am not 
as other mea We, extortioners, un- 
just adulterers.'!! Possibly he was 
none of these in flagrant form, but if 
his conscience had been- quickened 
to deal with his inborn, inbred 'and 
indwelling sins no such proud boas' 
could have escaped his lips. Look at 
this conceit-Incased Simon and the: 
at the ecstatic soul 'who is kissing 
Jesus' feet .because vshe . found b; 
coming to Him' she had'experienced 
a revolution and a regeneration o 
her nature, and who would not rathe 
be the redeemed woman than th 
self-deceived SimonP 
etimes w 


did not wink at the wickedness of 
her past career. It Is .not the way of 
he Christ to sacriflca rectitude to 
Mntia&eut. He never made light of 
in. He will not of our sins. ' Her 
ins, which, are many." 
Nothing condemns evil 
like thn 


presence of virtue. 
A tossed and 


umbled room or table looks twice 
more untidy when all surrounding 
rooms and tables are carefully set 
n order. A ragged and soiled gar- 
ment is exceedingly more offensive 
o good taste where the rest around 
are clean and whole. 
The vulgar 


and vicious canntt abide the pres- 
nce of the refined and virtuous. If 
he lost souls in the under workl

RUSSIA'S NEW CALENDAR. 


Russia is to have a new calendar of 


her own, and wants the rest of the 
workl to adopt it. t There has been 
inuch discussion in St. Petersburg 
of late regarding; the necessity of re- 
forming the Julian calendar, or old 
style; wliich has become more niul 
more of a nuisance as Russia's rela- 
tions with Western Europe have con- 
tinued to increase. It has just drop- 
ped one more day behind that of the 
Western Church, thus makiug a dif- 
1'erence of thirteen instead of twelve 
days. A short time ago, l>y order of 
the Czar, a commission was appoint- 
?d under the direction of the Russian

To expand the lungs, go into the 
outer air, stand erect,, throw the h&ad 
and shoulder? back and draw the air 
through the nostrils as much as possi- 
ble. Having filled the lungs; raise the 
arms, still extended, and suck in the 
air. When you have thus forced the 
arms backward, with the chttU open, 
change the process by which you draw 
in your breath until the lungs ore 
emptied By this process several times* 
a day the chest will be enlarged, the 
lungs will have better play and con- 
sumption may be warded off—Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer.

country. Julie, the third sister, mar- 
ried when only 
fifteen 
yeprs old 


Grand Duke Constantine, of Russia, 
brother of the Emperor, Alexander I. 
onstantine had a temper that would 


try a saint, and, the alliance not be- 
ing happy, a divorce separated the 
couple.

ORCHIDS, OR AIR PLANTS. 


A reliable authority gives the num- 


ber of species of the Orrhidaceae as 
between 4,000 and 5,000; and it may 
be added that 
one 
of the 
most 


strangely beautiful forms is that of 
Feristernia Una, known in Panama 
as "El Sp'Mto Santo," and In Eng- 
lish as the Holy Ghost or Dove plant. 


This wonder ..mong 
plants has 


green 
pseudo-bulbs, as large as a 


swan's egg, bearing three to five 
lanceolate, ribbed and plicate leaves, 
sometimes a yard 
high 
and six 


inches across. From the base of the 
pseudobulbs rises a flower-stalk, 
from four to six feet high, bearing 
on the upper third of its length a 
spike of sweet scented flowers, each 
about an inch and a half across, of a 
creamy-white color with little lilac 
spots at the base of the lip. The col- 
umn of the ilower strongly reminds 
one of the conventional dove used by 
ecclesiastical artists as an emblem of 
tlie Holy Spirit. 


Another odd form may also be men- 


tioned—the "ladies' tresses," which 
with its spiral spike of delicately fra- 
grant flowers suggests those pendent 
culls which framed the sweet faces 
of our grandmothers. 


If we ask what causes the vaga- 


ries of form in the floweis of the 
Orchinceae, the answer is to bs found 
in Darwin's "Fertilizer of Orchids." 
In that fascinating volume is told 
the story of a marvelous adaptation 
o the visits of insects and of tie- 
vices for securing cross-fcrtilizatifln. 


One of the most astounding of these 


devices is found in Caleana nigrita, 
an orchid found in New Holland. 
Ls soon as the labellum of this flower 
s touched by a small insect, it makes 
a sudden revolution, bringing the 
>oint to the bottom of the column, 
tnd making the insect prisoner. As 
ong as the insect moves about, the 
>ox thus foimed remains shut. 
If 


no capture is made, the lid soon re- 
covers its former position. 


But these adaptations are by no 


means the sole character of interest 
mjthese wonderful flowers. In Cat- 
asetum, a numerous genus found in 
;ropical America, there occurs a phe- 
nomenon which "shakes 
to 
the 


foundation all our ideas of the sta- 
rility of genera and species." On 
the same spike flowers of extremely 
different sh'iictuie are to be found. 
Botanists, finding these at first on 
different 
plants, 
had 
constituted 


thrae different 
genera—CatoMtum, 


Monachanthus and MyanUms. 
No 


one would have questioned the va- 
lidity ot these genera, if the differ- 
ent foims had not been found on the 
?nme spike side by side. It was then 
discovered that Cntasetum proper is 
the fertile flower, while the other 
forms are the male blossoms. But, 
why two forms of these male flowers? 
That is a question still unanswered. 


Standing before some of the or- 


chids, we are tempted 
to exclaim, 


"that is the most beautiful flower I 
have ever seen." This is but a fash- 
ion of speaking, as the French say, 
for who can tell which is the most 
beautiful flower? It is not only a 
matter of taste, but also of sentiment, 
and sentiment, too, which changes 
with circumstances.—-Current Litera- 
ture. 


MYSTERIOUS K1PPUR.

excavations by the University of 
Pennsylvania aie now being made,

DIFFICULTIES OVKMCOMEL 


"This is a telescope reduced to the 


simplest possible form,** continued 
Mr. Langley, "having only a single 
lens and a tube.

observer's eye it taken by the photo- 
graphic plate, of course. 
We ex- 


pect to get some very Interesting re- 
sults, but you must realize that many 
difficulties are involved. 
To begin 


with, we are obliged to calculate in 
advance exactly how the Instrument 
shall be pointed. Inasmuch ax the 
slightest error of that kind would 
throw uc out altogether. 
This is 


not an affair like taking a picture of 
• person, who will tit for u* and try 
ae;*in if the first negatives are not 
satisfactory. 
Indeed, there are only 


a few seconds during which the snap- 
shots of the sun can be made, and 
then a wait of years, perhaps, before 
nnother total eclipse gives a chance 
for a repetition of the performance. 


"If it were practicable, we would 


net up the camera-telescope In such 
a way as to point It up In the air di- 
rectly at the sun. but the apparatus 
is too large, and we are obliged on 
that account to rest the whole of Its 
length upon the ground, using a mir- 
ror to reflect the image of the solar 
ib into the mouth of the Instrument. 


A THRILLIKG PHENOMENON. 
As the strange wanness incieises. 


a mysterious cold »e*ms to com* with 
it. The impression is of something 
unnatural, but there is only a mo- 
ment in which to note it. for the sun 
toon goes out as suddenly as a blown- 
rut gts jet, and one is aware that all 
around where It wai there hi* been 
growing a kind of ghoiitely radianc* 
composed of separate pearly beams, 
looking distinct each from each, as 
though the black disk where the sun 
once was. did bristle actually with 
pale streamers stretching fir away 
from it in a sort of crown. This i* 
the famous corona, the structure of 
the Inner part of which is filled with 
curious detail. M ran while, close to 
the black body of the moon, an* seen 
prominences af vivid crimson and 
scarlet, riatn*; up like mountains 
from the hidden solar disk. 


"The moon at the same InstiiU as- 


sumes a globular appearance that Is 
very curious. Ordinarily she look* 
like a bright, flat disk fattened t» the 
concave of th* stany vault, but naw. 
owing to her unwonted illumination 
her actual ratundlly is apparent, and 
she is observed as she really is * 
monstrous, solid globe »u*pendej by 
an invisible support above the earth, 
and with nothing *e*wiint;ly U keep 
i* from tumbling upon u*. She looki 
at the moment very nrar, and more 
than anything else like a gigantic, 
black cinnon 
ball, 
hung by some 


miracle in the air. But in A few sec- 
onds all is over; the sunlight flashe* 
fio*n one point of the moon to another 
almost simultaneously, like suddenly 
kindled electric lights, and (t is day 
again. 


ECIPSE DARKNESS UNIQUE.
